President Truman approved the 
plan, which lacked any price tag or 
timetable. 
Along with a bill to 
create a new, separate federal civi 
defense 
administration, 
Truman 
sent it to a. Congress which prob- 
ably will do nothing about authori- 
ty or money lor the program be 
fore next year., 


All Levels Included. 
The program is built around: 
1.—Co-operation on a big 


between federal, state and 
scale 
local 
governments, with each: sharing 
' some of the responsibility and ex- 


pense. There is an outline for the 
kind of organization needed at ev- 
ery level. • 
2. Providing pre-attack precau- 
tions and post-attack help mainly 
for some 140 "critical target areas" 
—cities and installations an enemy 
almost certainly would hit first 
and hardest.. Yet "all communities 
should anticipate some form of at- 
tack" and prepare accordingly. 


3. Mutual aid pacts among cities 
and states, even reaching a hand 
across the borders to Mexican and 
Canadian neighbors. "It is suggest- 
ed, that, as a rough rule of'thumb, 
cities within .a 20-mile radius of a 
probable target city be asked to 
consider- mutual air arrangements 
for committltig-'Up.to, one-;thlrd of 
their resources' aa; .initial teinforce- 
mentt^oy-^preOTraHred plan In'the 
event of attack."

A recheck'of Texas census figures 
places the state.'s population at 7,- 
672,432. This is a decline of 4,628 
from previous preliminary figures, 
the census bureau announced to-

The recheck of earlier 
showed Texas gained 19.6 per cent 
In population between 1950 and 
1940; 
Few Major Changes. 
There were few major-changes in 


figures. Most were less than one 
per cent. 
, 
The largest percentage chance oc- 
curred in Runnels county, where 
the population figure was revised 
upward by 1,465 to 16,717. Tarrant 
counyt figures were revised down- 
ward 5,311 to 393,486 and ' Dallas 
totals were brought down 1,466 to 
610,852. 
The Harris county count was in- 


creased 833 to 802,102. 
Following are the revised pre- 
liminary figures with increase or 
decrease from previously published 
figures:- 
Four of the eight counties in the 
sixth congressional district show- 
ed increases, two were reported as 
showing decreases and no change 
was reported in the other two. 
Ellis County Drops. 
Navarro county increased three 
to a total of 39,731; Brazos went up 
two for a total of 38,266; Limestone 
showed an increase of six to 25,112; 
Robertson showed an increase of 
14 to 19,786. 
Ellis county decreased 36 for a 
total of 45,517, and Hill dropped one 
for a total of 31,152. No changes 
were reported for Freestone and 
Leon counties.

Administration Looks To House To

Insist on Vote 
Over the week-end, house mem- 
bers of a senate-house conferenc 
committee declined to accept the 
amendment. Thav insisted on tak- 
ing it baclf to the house for avote, 
expected Wednesday. 
Rep. Cannon (D-Mo), chairman 


of the house apropriations com- 
mittee, told a reporter he is against 
the senate provision and probably 
will uree the house' to reject it. 
He said it would be almost impos- 
sible to administer. 
Paul Hoffman, head of the ec- 
onomic 
co-operation 
administra- 
tion (ECA), has come out against 
the prevision. 


In a letter to Cannon he said: 
"The 
amendment 
would, create 


problems for us and for the Euro- 
pean countries." 


'Damaging Effect' 


In an earlier letter to Senator 
Lucas (D-I11), he said the Western 
European countries 
are getting 


through normal eastern European 
trade channels, a number of stra- 
tegic materials like copper, baux- 
ite, iron, steel, coal, timber, and 
food. 
James C. H, Bonbright, deputy 
assistant secretary of state 
for 
European affairs, told a house com- 
mittee last Friday—24 hours after 
the senate adopted 
the amend- 
ment—that the

have a "very damaging" effect on 
relations with friendly European 
countries. 
Both Hoffman and 
Bonbright 
said that unquestionably certain 
strategic'goods which directlv feed 
the Communist war machine must 
be denied to iron curtain countries,

Swedish Paper 
Claims Russians 
Testing Missiles 


STOCKHOLM, 'Sept. 
18.—UP) 
The Russians reportedly have been 
lobbing seven-ton guided missiles 
over the Baltic area during the 
past summer. 


The newspaper Aftonbladet gave 
this report on the situation: 


Aimed At Maud. 


The rockets were launched near 
Cranz in Soviet-held east Prussia 
and were aimed at a- small islanc 
in Soviet Karelia. 
It is believed 
the island lies in Lake Onega, some 
700 miles from Cranz. 


The operation was labelled "Sil- 
ent Maneuver" and was combined 
with radar practice. 
The paper 


said it was "reliable information' 
on which to base its story, but 
gave no specific attribution. 


The maneuvers began In mid-Ju- 


ly and lasted several weeks. Their 
aim was to test the preparedness 
of the so-called "first group of new 
radar stations and weapons bases." 


Plane Disappears. 
Russia long has been reported to 
have experimental rocket 
sites 


along the Baltic coast areas she 
controls. Last April a U. S. Navy 
plane disappeared on a flight In 
the same Baltic area. ' The U. .S. 
charged the •plane was shot down 
by the Russians. 


Aftonbladet said the maneuvers 
were "directed and led by the so- 
called strategic first line naval 
command with headquarters near 
Kalingrad, formerly the':East Prus- 
sian capital of Koeingsberg." 


The report said the Russians have 
string of radar stations extend- 


ing from the Russian-leased base 
of Porkkala, 40 miles southwest 
of Helsinki, along the Russian-con- 
trolled coasts of Estonia, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Poland and East Ger- 
many, as far as Wismar in the Rus- 
sian occupation zone of Germany.

40,000 MASSING ALLIED 
TROOPS TOLD TO HAKE RED 
KOREANS SURRENDER OR DIE

TOKYO, Sept, 18—UP)—American Marines stabbed to within thre«: 
miles of Seoul today at the head of 40,000 massing allied troops ordered • 
to make the Red Koreans surrender or die. 
.. 


The Leathernecks spearheaded the 10th corps liberation force now 


rolling in a crushing tide on the Red-held South Korean capital. 


Seoul's liberation appeared to be at hand. 
. 


The Marines vanguard was about one mile from Youngdungpo, Seoul 


suburb on the south bank of the Han river. The allied force must cross, 
the Han to take Seoul. 


Fifteen miles northwest of the city, a second Marine column hurled 


back five pre-dawn assaults and secured Kimpo airfield. Then it drove 


north to the banks of the Han. 


Kimpo airfield already is In op- 


eration as an allied base with an 
excellent paved runway. 


A United Nations communique to- 
night said Marines were problnK 
for crossings along the Han river 
line on the outskirts of Seoul. 
The communique said allied cas- 
ualties have been light and enemy

One of these, Prof. Farring- 
ton Daniels of Wisconsin 
University, said that the ini- 
tiative and 
, risk-taking of 


private enterprise are need- 
ed, and that if they are not 
applied to atomic research 
America risks the "embar- 
rassment" of having some 
other country develop indus- 
trial atomic, power ahead of 
us. Embarrassment might 
be the least of our troubles 
in that event. 


There is a significant point 


here. It has been said again 
and again and again that 
Amrica has risen to its great 
industrial strength, outstrip- 
ping the rest of the world, 
through the vision and dar- 
ing of men who had dreams, 
and who entered on great 
gambles to turn the dreams 
into reality. Atomic energy 
holds forth 'the greatest, 
dreams this land has ever 
known. And we keep it 
clamped in a tight vise of se- 
crecy and absolute control. 
It may be doubte 1 whether 
the invention of the wheel 
would have revolutionized 
transportation if a govern- 
ment monopoly had controll- 
ed it.

her class are heavily armed against 
aircraft 
attack, mounting more 


thn 80 40-millimeter guns which 
are used with the five-inch di 
purpose weapons against enemy 
planes. 


Aside from the fact that the bat- 


tleships had lost their 
onetime 


prime position in naval strategy, 
a major factor In the decision to 
lay them up, with the exception 
of the Missouri, arose out of the 
high operating cost. 


Operating Costs Heavy 


Even under peacetime conditions, 


it cost the navy about $6,000,00( 
a year to run the Missouri as a 
training ship and part of the act- 
ive fleet. (That didn't include the 
cost of pulling her off a Chesa- 
peake Bay mudbank earlier this 
year). 


The $6.000,000 figure 
provided 


for onlv a peacetime complement 
of 1,466 men and 73 offices, in- 
stead of a wartime crew of about 
2;700. 


Under wartime service, the cost 


mounts swiftly. The Missouri is 
tossing tons of ammunition against 
the 
enemy 
daily, 
using 
huge 


amounts of fuel to steam along 
the cost (aside fro mthe quanti- 
ties needed to take her 11,000 miles 
from the Atlantic 'to Korea). 


However, navy officials consid- 
er the investment in operation cost 
worthwhile. 


The huge bzattleships, they con- 
tend, are Ideal for training pur- 
poses. Admiral Forrest P. Sher- 
man, chief of naval operations, in 
testifying before a congressional 
committee last winter, said of the 
Missouri's training function that 
"we can get a much larger return 
per dollar for that type of ship 
than we can on any other." 


With the outbreak of the Ko- 


rean war, the navy started out to 
put back into operation a number 
of ships from its reserve fleet in- 
cluding carriers, destroyers, trans- 
ports and a variety of landing craft. 


Japanese Windfall 


Largely bv coincidence the navy 


found in planning the Inchon In- 
vasion that there was no need to 
rush any large number of the blg- 
gor landine- ships to the Far East. 
In World War II attacks on Japan 
and the Japanese merchant and na- 
val fleet, almost all of Japan's coast, 
al shipping was 
destroyel. And 


when the rehabilitation of her ec- 
onomv began, the United States 
provided Japan with about 50 land- 
ing ships to enable them to re- 
sume coastwise commerce in sup- 
port of their own economy. 


This proved to be a 
windfall 


when the United Nations drew up 
the strategy blueprints for the In- 
chon operation. 
They borrowed 


back most of the shisp, a few of 
them still with Japanese crews. 
These ships were used In addition 
to smaller types of landing craft.

A week ago this column cited 


the Federal law as it affects the 
farmer who employes juveniles un- 
der 16—not his own—during school 
hours. 


Apparently, there are many vio- 


lators. The county school superin- 
tendent, the 
local office of the 
Texas 
Employment 
Commission 


and the county attorney were flood- 
ed with calls from farmers who 
have hired numerous children for 
cotton picking. 


There even was criticism for re- 


porting the law. The fact remains, 
though, that the law exists and 
carries a $10,000 maximum penalty 
upon first conviction. And it applies 
to cotton picking, according to 
labor officials. 


Some comments were 
that a 


family's need—a. child's need—ne- 
cessitate the little one's working 
in the cotton fields. Perhaps In 
such cases it would be unjust to 
enforce the law. 


But generally, America's child 


labor laws—the 
first 
of which 


was passed in 1916—were designed 
to prevent , "child sweat 
shops," 


to promote his mental, moral and 
physical well being. Prior to con- 
gress1 passage of child welfare- 
labor measures, youngsters were 
being worked as 
virtual 
slaves 


alongside adults, from the cotton 
fields to the eastern factories. 


It Is doubtful that any Navar- 


ro county farmers are going to be 
jailed or fined. It's sort of a tra- 
dition in the south for youngsters 
to make some "cotton picking mo- 
ney" to help them meet school 
costs—which 
unfortunately 
are 


expensive "free'Mnstltutlons.

Landlord-tenant relations In Na- 
varro county are far above other 
Texas counties, a College Station 
professor reported here Thursday 
night. 
. 
' • • 
"Navarro county is very close 
to the top In its educational pro- 
gram on farm leases," declared 
Joe R. Motheral, associate profes- 
sor of agricultural economics at 
Texas A. and M. College. "If you 
don't believe this, vou ought to see 
some of the other counties." 
Addressing members of the Na- 


varro County Agricultural Work- 
ers Association In the new REA 
building. Motheral made a report 
on a survey conducted here recent- 
ly.,He and Cecil Farker, another 
College Station official stationed 
at the county agent'* office »tu- 
dled lease arrangements In the 
Veterans Vocational School here. 
Purpose of the survo.y was to 
determine what use Is being made 
of lease forms put out by A. and 
M. College. 
"There are 185 leases in 'use In 
the veterans-school," said Mother- 
al. "We went through them to see 
what extent the provisions were 
being utilized." 


He reported that nearly half of 


the .leases provided autjmatic • re- 
newal and notice of -termination 
clauses, from year to year. He in- 
dicated this is the type of lease 
desired to bring about better land- 
lord-tenant relatloiishios 
Forty-three per cent, however, 


failed to provide 
for 
renewal. 
"This is the problem we face," 
the speakef said. '.'Certain prac- 
tlces don't coincide with one-year 


leases." 
This county, though, is certainly 
better off than others. Motheral 
reoprted that previous studies in- 
dicated one-year leases with no no- 
tice of renewal accounted for 95 
or 96 per cent in- the blacklands 
area. 
"This is encouraging (the Na- 


varro county record) and reveals 
that we are overcoming tradition- 
alism in the blacklands," the pro- 
fessor declared. 
Stressing the fact that land ten- 
ure Is a "complicated 
subject," 


Motheral warned that simplicity In 
leases can be overdone and cause 
an injustice, 
"This is a slow, laborious, frus- 
trating and painful job. Tenure Is 
a big problem." 
Farker Introduced the speaker.

The order is applicable to sellers, 
lenders and consumer-buyers alike 
and is backed by penalttites up to 
a year-in prison and a $5,000 fine. 
It forbids terms any easier than 


It allowances recently prevailing, 
although not so tight as the terms 
the board fixed on consumer credit 
during World War II. 


They expect the order to slow the 
rise of consumer credit, which soar- 
ed to a record $20,340,000,000 dur- 
ing the post-Korea buying rush, 
Cash Sales Okay 


But the ' order does not affect 
charge accounts or loans repay- 
able in a lump sum, and it won't 
touch retail buyers who can pay 
cash. That's a numerous group, 
since consumer income la at a 
record $219,000,000,000 a year and 
still rising, bank accounts are fat, 
and, $35,000,000,000 is outstanding 
in savings bonds. 


The commerce department's or- 
der, issued through its new nation- 
al production 
authority 
(NPA), 
likewise stopped short of "crack- 
down" force. 


Notably, it made no move to take 


away "excess inventory" that may 
already have been 
accumulated 


by hoarders. That, however, was 
no guarantee that such 
a 
step 
won't bevtaken soon, because: 
1. The'NPA itself pointed out 
that the control powers voted by 
congress provide authority "for 
the requisition of such excess in- 
ventory." 


2. Congress had the word of W. 
Stuart Symington, 
head of the
